Reason for Allowance 

4. Claims 1 , 7 and 8 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art Iwamoto et al. (US 6,139,940) teaches an ink jet recording sheet having a 
transparent substrate, an ink absorbing layer onto the substrate, and an ink permeable 
layer onto the ink absorbing layer, wherein the ink permeable layer comprises inorganic 
pigments and a polyester. Iwamoto neither teaches nor suggests that its ink permeable 
layer comprises a combination of a first polyester resin having a glass transition 
temperature of 35-80 degree C and a Shore D hardness at 25 degree C of 60-80, and a 
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second polyester resin having a glass transition temperature of less than 35 degree C 
and a Shore D hardness at 25 degree C of less than 60, wherein the ratio of the first 
polyester resin to the second polyester resin is from 1:1-7:3.
